Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  of  bringing  to  your  notice  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  District  for  the 
year  ending  December,  1920. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

remain  largely  satisfactory.  A large  number  of  those  who  have 
been  serving  in  His  Majesty’s  Forces  have  returned  to  the  District 
and  conditions  were  rapidly  becoming  more  normal  until  the  falling 
off  in  trade  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  This  had  not  yet 
become  serious  enough  to  affect  the  general  health  of  the  District 
b}'  the  end  of  the  year.  No  trade  or  occupation  in  the  district 
appears  to  have  any  deleterious  effect  on  the  health  of  the  people. 

The  Population  of  Greetland  in  the  Census  of  1911  was  4.490,  and 
for  statistical  purposes  is  now  estimated  at  4,570. 

The  year  has  been  unusually  wet,  during  the  summer  especially. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  has  remained  as  usual,  satisfactory,  of  good 
quality,  and  is  not  responsible  for  any  cases  of  illness. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

are  under  the  control  of  the  West  Riding  Rivers  Board. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

are  satisfactory  and  efficient,  and  no  complaint  has  been  made 
against  them.  There  have  been  no  fresh  developments. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  conversion  to  the  Water  Carriage  System  is  being  proceeded 
with.  9 privies  having  been  converted  to  W.  C.’s  during  the  year. 

SCAVENGING  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  employees,  and  is  quite 
satisfactory.  Sanitary  inspection  of  the  district  is  carried  out 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
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SCHOOLS. 

The  condition  of  the  Schools  is  satisfactory.  During  the  early 
part  of  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  West  Y7alo 
School  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles. 

FOOD. 

Milk  is  mostly  obtained  from  surrounding  districts.  It  appears  to 
be  of  good  quality  and  the  supply  is  adequate.  No  illness  of  a 
serious  nature  has  arisen  from  any  other  food.  All  shops  and 
places  where  food  is  dealt  with  appear  to  be  clean  and  sanitary.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  that  there  has 

been  a large 

increase 

in  the  number  of  notifications  of  Diphtheria.  Three  cases  of 
Diphtheria  were  removed  to  Hospital.  There  were  two  deaths 
from  Diphtheria,  one  directly  and  one  indirectly. 

In  all  cases  the  usual  precautions  of  isolation  and  disinfection  were 
carried  out. 

No  definite  cause  of  the  origin  of  these  cases  was  ^discovered. 
An  examination  of  milk  supplied  was  found  to  be  negative.  The 
cases  occurred  at  intervals  from  March  to  December,  and  no  doubt 
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were  directly  transmitted  from  one  to  another  During  December 
there  seemed  to  be  a termination  in  their  regular  occurrence,  and 
it  was  hoped  that  the  intervention  of  the  holidays,  the  cleaning  and 
disinfection  of  the  Schools  would  have  a beneficial  effect. 

Throughout  the  year  there  has  been  a great  prevalence  of  Sore 
Throats  both  among  children  of  school  age  and  amongst  adults. 
Two  eases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  Hospital.  Diphtheria 
Antitoxia  is  supplied  to  all  wishing  for  it  and  appears  to  be  generally 
used. 

Prevalence  and  Control  of  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  nine  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during 
the  year,  and  one  other  form. 

The  Notifications  this  year  include  three  old  standing  cases  which 
were  found  not  to  be  included  in  the  register.  Therefore  the 
number  of  fresh  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  really  only  six. 

Most  of  the  cases  attend  the  Sowerby  Bridge  Dispensary  and  there 
receive  treatment  and  instruction  in  matters  relating  to  the  pre- 
vention of  the  spread  of  Tuberculosis. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  and  difficulty  of  obtaining  fresh  houses  it 
has  not  been  possible  to  take  any  steps  to  improve  the  conditions 
under  which  some  of  the  cases  are  living,  but  it  is  hoped  that  as 
soon  as  there  becomes  more  accommodation,  that  a more  suitable 
environment  may  be  found  for  some  of  them. 

I should  again  like  to  point  out  the  inconvenience  for  patients  to 
journey  to  Sowerby  Bridge  for  treatment  at  the  Dispensary. 

HOUSING. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  more  houses  are  required  and  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  up  to  the  present  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to 
make  any  visible  progress  in  this  matter, 

I append  a Table  giving  the  chief  statistics  relating  to  the  general 
Housing  conditions. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. — 

The  total  Births  registered  in  the  District  was  65  as  against  48  in 
1919,  and  50  in  1918,  giving  a rate  per  1,000  of  14*2  as  against  a rate 
of  10*4  in  1919,  and  10*68  in  1918. 

The  rate  per  1000  for  England  and  Wales  was  25*4  in  1920,  and  18*5 
in  1919. 

The  total  illegitimate  births  was  5,  against  4 in  1919. 
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Deaths. — 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  51.  I attach  below 
the  table  showing  the  main  causes  of  death. 

The  Death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12*4  in  1920,  and  13‘8  in 
1919.  The  Death  rate  for  Greetland  in  1920  was  11*1.  and  12.9  in 
1919. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

There  was  only  one  death  under  one  year  as  against  three  last  year, 
giving  a rate  of  15*3  per  thousand  births  as  against  a rate  of  62*5 
per  thousand  births  in  1919  and  140  in  1918. 


There  is  no  doubt  the  visiting  of  mothers  by  the  W.  R.  visitors  is  a 
very  useful  way  of  helping  mothers  in  the  care  of  their  infants.

38  Rooms  have  been  sprayed  and  fumigated  with  Formalin  after 
the  recovery  or  removal  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease.  2 Dwelling  houses 
were  thoroughly  fumigated  with  Sulphur  on  account  of  their  dirty  and 
verminous  condition. 


Closet  Conversions. 


Progress  is  being  made  in  Closet  Conversions.  There  are  now 
only  8 Privy  Middens  remaining  in  the  district,  and  of  these  4 are  out  of 
reach  of  the  Council’s  Sewers  and  the  rest  have  received  Intimation  Notices 
to  convert  to  the  Water  Carriage  .System.
